While doing some shopping 
last week, an old friend:of 
mine stopped me and asked 
my advice regarding some 


' trouble with his eyes. He relat- 


ed some:of his symptoms to me 
i.e, having big problems with 
blurry vision and reading signs 
at a distance, despite the fact 
he'd had an eye exam about 
eight months ago. As I was 
thinking what it could possibly 
be, he told me the "clincher"...I 
am a diabetic. 

With that piece of informa- 
tion, I advised him not to 
waste any time, and see an eye 
specialist immediately, I hope 
he did. 

Diabetes mellitus is a major 
cause of blindness in the U.S. 
and isthe, leading cause of new 
blindness in working-aged 
Americans. People with dia- 


betes are 25 times more at risk 
for blindness than the general 
population. If the complica- 
tions are left untreated, or 
ignored, serious visual loss, 
disability and permanent 
blindness will occur. Hi 
blood pressure and smoking 
can contribute to the develop- 
ment of a condition rather 
common in diabetics called dia- 
betic retinopathy. 

Some of the symptoms 
include blurred vision that 
lasts longer than a day or so, 
sudden ‘loss of vision in either 
eye, or black spots, lines; or 
flashing lights in the field of 
vision. If any of these symp- 
toms occur, a physician should 


` be alerted right away. 


The treatment for diabetic 
retinopathy can help prevent 
loss of vision and sometimes 
restore vision lost because of 
the disease. Huge strides have 
been made in the treatment of 
diabetic retinopathy with pro- 
cedures like scatter photocoag- 
ulation, focal photocoagulation, 
and vitrectomy. 

Jn the two types of coagula- 
tion therapy; the doctors make 
tinyfburns on the retina with a 
special laser to seal them and 
stop them from growing and 
leaking. A vitrectomy is the 
surgery that is done to remove 


scar` ad and cloudy fluid“ 
from irlside the eye after the 
retina has already detached or 
a lot of blood has leaked into 
the eye. 
\ Several steps can be taken to 
avoid eye problems. First and 
foremost it is imperative to 
keep the blood glucose levels 
under th right control. Eyef 
problems occur more than four 
times as often when the blood 
sugars remain uncontrolled. 
Secondly, bring high blood 
pressure under.control. Hyper- 
tension can make all eye prob- 
lems worse. Third, all diabetics 
who smoke must stop. (I know, 
that's easy to say, right?) And 


~ finally, see an eye doctor regu- 


larly. Only optometrists and 
ophthalmologists can detect, 
thé signs of retinopathy. Ri

Dust devils are usually just a nuisance

April 18, 1957 was an unusu- 
ally warm spring day in Dra- 
cut,. Massachusetts. The kind 
of day that is meant to be 
spent outside enjoying the 
unexpected heat. 

That's exactly what Johnny 


` and James`Acheson and their 


little -brother, David, had in 
mind as they headed outside to 
play basketball. It was a per- 
fect day for baseball-hot and 
dry without a cloud in the sky. 
ddenly, the Acheson broth- 
ers heard a loud whistling 
sound. Before they knew what 
happened little David, was lift- 
ed three feet into the air and 
Johnny and James were rolling 
on the ground. No one was 
hurt but the Acheson brothers 
Were shaken and confused. 
What happened? The Ache- 


son brothers were hit by the 
smallest storm in nature. It is 
called by a number of names 
including whirlwind, dancing 
devil, desert devil, dust whirl, 
and sand auger. Its best known 
name is dust devil. 

A dust devil is a rapidly 
rotating column of air general- 
Ty, 100 to 300 feet in height. It 
usually’ develops on calm, hot 
afternoons with clear skies. 
Most dust devils can be found 
in the desert southwest but 
there are exceptions-just ask 
the Acheson brothers. 

Dust devils rarely cause sig- 
nificant damage although they 
can sometimes grow over one 
thousand feet high and last 
several hours. . 

A dust devil half a mile high 
damaged a school, uprooted 
trees and downed power lines 
in Reading, Pennsylvania on 
April 21, 1963. Most dust dev- 
ils, however, are short-lived, 
limited in size and intensity 
and cause only nuisance dam- 
age. 

A mountainado, on the other 
hand, is a much stronger storm 
that can produce serious dam- 
age. A distant cousin of the 
dust devil; a mountainado is a 
storm, as its name implies, 
that forms in some mountain- 
ous regions.

Normally about ten to fifteen 
feet high, steam devils usually %\ 
develop in-packs. It is not-, 
unusual to see four of five 
steam devils at the same time. 
Their life span is short-usually; 
less than 15 minutes and , 
steam devils are not destruc- 
tive.
